Dear Sir: — In your article in 
tlic lust week's issue touching the 
"Outlook for a .State Organ," you 
ask for free and unbiased expres- 
sions from your readers on the 
suhject, irrespective of their po- 
litical affiliation. 

1 may be permitted to say that 
1 am highly pleased with your 
suggestion of u daily paper, if it 
can he furnished at fifty cent* a 
month, and a weekly at one dol- 
lar per annum. 

As to its location, I would deem 
it of less importance, as the facil- 
ities for rapid transmission are 
such that whether Lexington or 
Louisville were selected, the 
readers would receive it about as 
soon from one city as from the 
other. 

But I must say the selection of 
a prudent, well informed, reliable 
editor is of the greatest import- 
ance, and requires the most 
thoughtful and mature consider- 
ation possible. 

Some things which an inde- 
pendent editor might be excusa- 
ble in giving utterance to, would 
be wholly iuadmissable in a f ar 
tizan organ, and would under, 
mine and destroy tho prospect ot 
success of the most important 
moral or political organization: 
and he who aspires to becomes its 
editorial leader should be held to 
the most rigid accountability, and 
required to confine himselt with- 
in the tenets of the party whose 
principles he assumes to advocate 
and dele ml. He should not in- 
dulge iu the support ot doubtful 
ami dangeious outside issues, in 
no way connected wuh J'rohioi- 
tion or the defense of its princi- 
ples. 

To be a little more definite, as 
I understand from your article, 
you desire a "free and unbiased 
expression on the subject, irre- 
spective of party affiliation." Un 
religious views I take it that the 
resurrection ot .Jesus Christ is at 
this day a well settled fact, and 
is a subject ot too grave import- 
ance to be handled in political 
issues, however grave; and you 
will find that many of the best 
Prohibitionists iu this broad land, 
like the "sensible and kind" 
writer ot your city, do Dot wish a 
paper in their family that indul- 
ges in light cavils on so important 
a question. Nor do they wish, 
under the guise of Prohibition, to 
give currency to letters of com- 
mendation of your book, and 
Emma Abbott and Ingersoll, or 
any kindred questions: and in the 
selection of an editor of a State 
organ representing so iiupoitaut 
a question as Prohibition, all 
merely personal consideration 
should be lost sight of, and a man 
selected who would devote him- 
self exclusively to the one im 
portant question, to the exclusion 
of all other issues. 

In saying this, I wish it dis- 
tinctly understood that, iu the 
advocacy of Prohibition, an«l kin- 
dred questions or its defense, its 
editor is, of course, left free and 
uutrammeled in its line of attack 
and defense, provided he confine 
himself to the truth and couch 
his language in courteous and re 
gpcctluT treatment of the suljcct 
and the assailants thereof. 

Now, iu conclusion, Mr. Kdi 
tor, permit me to say that the 
foregoing remarks are intended to 
bo personal, only so tar as they 
are applicable to the ease, and »i 
far as I am personally concerned, 
would as soon s. e ('. Q, Moore 
installed as editor of the contem- 
plated paper as any man living, 
provided he will conform to the 
principles suggested, and will 
cease to goad t ic people with

Tlicy are the Champion of Chi- 
cago, and tho South West of 
Cincinnati. 

They are full ot Bible quota- 
tions, and constantly call 
upon God to protect aud defend 
their husiness. They report the 
sermons of any man who preach- 
es against Prohibition. 

It is a remarkable fact that 
while "Prohibition'' is supposed 
not to "prohibit," these two pa- 
pers are full of abuse of Prohibi- 
tionists, aud of praise of Djinaj- 
racy, but do not say anything 
against Republicans or high li- 
cense people or mere temperance 
lectures. Iu tact they urge "high 
license," and praise temperance 
lecturers who arc not Prohibi- 
tionists. 

It may bo a lit t lo surprising to 
Prohibitionists to know that these 
papers are continually abusing 
the liquor dealers because they 
do not support liquor papers, and 
telling them how tho Prohibi- 
tionists are keeping up their pa- 
pers. 

One of these papers said lately 
iu an editorial that if tho liquor 
dealers did not make some more 
earnest effort to oppose the cru- 
sade against liquor that in Jive 
year* more a Prohibition amend- 
ment would be in tho Constitu- 
tion of tho United States. 

I give a suiuplo of how they 
talk in the last issue of the South 
West: 

"New Prohibition papers are 
being started almost weekly, in 
all parts of the country, aud they 
nearly all are well supported and 
prosperous. Tho Now York 
Voice is one of the best profit- 
bearing publications iu tho I uited 
S.aios, as tho Now Km, ot Spriug- 
lield, with a large circulation, is. 
one of the very host paying news 
papers iu Ohio. Til circulation 
of these papers is largely main- 
tained by liberal Prohibitionists, 
many individuals like ford.

Such an office propely 
managed here would pay, al- 
though the expense for rent, etc., 
would be pretty heavy. 

Iu regard to a daily here I 
would bay that I believe one 
would pay, properly managed, 
but Sawyer's press would not do 
to got out a paper to compete 
with our other dailies. It would 
take a fast press with stereotyp- 
ing outfit, which would cost a 
great deal. I thiuk we should 
be content with a weekly until 
some time before tho Presidential 
campaign, at least. A daily takes 
a great deal of money, ami would 
havo to bo skillfully managed to 
make it pay. 

Now iu regard to your being

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Several persona have latrly asked 
me why I did not read the 'Are- 
na," telling me that it maintained 
my theological views. 

Last week some friend Bent me 
anonymously a leaf cut from this 
magazine, asking me to put it in 
the Blade, and adding "that's the 
way you talk." 

You saw the greater part of it 
that I published in the last issue 
and just as I was clos ; ng up my 
aper for the press Mr. B. F. Wil- 
iams, a member of the Christian 
cl.meh in this city, and whose 
f.-tl.tr v.r.s a prominent member in 
that c! nth i called at my office and 
gave me the first copy of the mag- 
azine that I have ever seen. 
It is the February number. 
I never saw such a book before. 
If I had had the ordering of the 
number there is not a sentence in 
it that I would have omitted. 

I have read Tolstoi and "Robert 
Elsmere," and "Light of Asia," 
and have "Darkest England," and 
I have told you that something 
like a millennium was coming, and 
that I was daily looking for the 
modern John the Baptist, the Klias 
that is to come as the harbinger of 
the new regime. 

In the editor of this magazine I 
find the very ideal of the man I 
am looking for. His name is B. 
O. Flower, and the temptation to 
say he is a "daisy" is simply irre- 
sistable. 

It is the only book I ever read 
in which the most highly culti- 
vated men and women dispassion- 
ately and candidly and honestly 
discussed the leading issues of the 
day, and in the interest of good 
morals called things by names that 
enable us to understand what they 
mean, without any fear of public 
censure, and without once shrink- 
ing from the fear ot the charge of 
indelicacy, when they come to talk 
about the evils of society, over 
which a false modesty has thought 
proper to throw a veil; when the 
tact is that they are the very things 
that the good of society demands 
•hall be unveiled and laid open to 
the noonday glare of the sun, or 
the most intense electric light at 
midnight. 

It calls a spade a spade in relig- 
ion, politics or sociology. 

Its editor is the only editor ex 
cept him of the Blade, alter whom 
I have ever read, who editorially 
writes "I" instead of the ordinary 
editorial "We." 

'1 he magazine is published 
monthly in Boston. It is the kind 
of book that Kentucky wants. 

Judge Stevenson, whose letter 
to me appears in this issue, is a 
good Christian Prohibitionist and 
citizen, but he is mistaken in the 
policy to advance the 1'rohibitiou 
party. If any proposition is true, 
the more you say (or it or w/aiimt 
it the more evidently false it will 
appear. 

Judge Stevenson says I must 
not talk about Col. Ingersoll and 
my book. Katheriue Dunning 
Clark says I ought to do so; say* 
she has read my book twice and 
wants me to write another one, 
and I am willing that anybody 
shall lay her letter in the Blade 
side by side with that ot Judge 
Stevenson, and answer which 
shows the more love lor Prohibi- 
tion and tor moral purity, and 
which shows the more geuius, and 
breadth of thought aud experienee. 

Judge Stevenson does not think 
that a Prohibition paper ought to 
talk about Kmma Abbott; aud 
cau't see any connection between 
her aud Prohibition. You never 
saw a theater advertisement in the 
Blade, and ure uot likely to see 
one. I want to feel free to discuss 
to commend that of it 



which I think is moralizing and 
good, and to recommend earnest 
Christian* to go and see and hear 
it, while I also want to be free to 
discuss whether the Wilbur Opera 
Company that occupied the boards 
here last week ought not to be 
suppressed by law, anil the persons 
win put their advertising pictures 
on the streets here prosecuted for 
displaying such pictures. I am not 
certain about this, and I have read 
with grent interest in the "Arena" 
an article on that subject, an ex- 
tract from which I will give, and 
which alon» will make a bufz in 
our society. 

But there is one thing f do know, 
and that is if Judge Stevenson 
never saw Kmma Abbott on the 
stage or off" of it, he would not be 
so competent a critic of her career 
to which the attention of the whole 
civilized world has been called, by 
her sudden death, as Mrs. Clark 
would be, who personally knew 
her, in the jioverty of her girl- 
hood, and then heard her in 
"Faust," when the musical world 
was at her feet. 

Sometime sinoe I loaned to a 
devoted churchman my copies of 
the North American Review that 
had in them the discussion between 
Cladstone aud Ingersoll. Some 
time after I asked him if he had 
read them. He said he had read 
all of Gladstone's articles but would 
not reail Ingersoll's. 

Some time after that an elder of 
another church, who is a Prohibi- 
tionist, told me that he had seen 
that man on one occasion pick up 
all the Prohibition ballots that were 
lying on the table at the polls, and 
tear them up and throw them 
away, the supposition being that it 
was intended to show his contempt 
for the Prohibition party, that was 
so sparsely represented. 

That Christian * Prohibitionist 
read my book and tried to get an- 
other officer in his church to do so. 
The other man declined to do it, 
with an emphasis. It is commonly 
known that whisky was freely 
used by his connivance, among the 
negroes to elect him to the office 
which he now holds. 

So that it will not do to con- 
clude that only those are good 
Christians and Prohibitionists who 
are willing to hear only one side of 
a religious discussion. 

The first article in the "Arena" 
is by Alfred Russell Wallace, D. 
C. L, LL.' D, 

He is a member of the Society 
for Psychical Research. 

The writer believes in telepathy 
or thought transference, clairvoy 
ance, hypnotism, planchctte, and 
all of the alleged phenomena that 
come under tufe •cSlnmon head of 
spiritualism. His effort to prove 
that these things are what their 
advocates believe of them is a*' 



strong a demonstration that they 
are untrue as if he had written 
against them. He only gives in- 
stances of persons who say they 
have seen and heard these spiritual 
manifestations, and gives samples 
of the things that spirits had told 
those who communicated with 
them. 

None of the information received 
is of any importance or value, and 
is only such as people ordinarily 
kuow without any supernatural 
guidance. 

A most valuable citizen in Lex- 
ington recently said to me, "You 
cannot convince me that there is 
no such thing as a materialized 
spirit when 1 know I have taken 
one by the hand." 

In the same way a man whom I 
recently saw on the grand jury 
once told mc that he knew water 
could be found by a waterwitch 
with a peach tree switch, because 
he had seen it done, aud I know 
one of the wealthiest men in the 
county who has been a leader in 
politics that claims to be a water- 
witch. 

Another article is bv Hon. John 
Welch, late Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court ot Ohio. 

It is against the authenticity aud 
genuineness of the cosmogory of 
Genesis, and argues that the story 
of the creation as found in the 
Bible is utterly Without foundation, 
and that the tir-t eleven chapters 
of Genesis were gotten by the 
.lews from the Babylonians in the 
first Babylonish captivity. 

Persons who want to be informed 
on this subject should road 
this article in anticipation of the 
article of Rev. J. W. McGarvey, 
of this city, soon to appear in the 
"Arena," in defense of the inspira- 
tion of the Bible. 

An editorial says as follows: "A 
paper prepared by Prof. J W. 
McGarvey, of the Kentucky Uni- 
versity, treating ou the inspiration 
of the Bible troma strictly ortho- 
dox point of view, will shortly ap 
mar in The Arena. Professor 
McGarvey is the author ot oue ot 
the ablest works ou Palestine that 
has ever been written. 

It is published by Lippiucott of 
Philadelphia. For many years he 
has occupied a foremost position 
as a Biblical scholar in the Disci- 
ples or Christian church. It is our 
principle to give all sides a fuir 
hearing when the thoughts are 
properly presented by representa- 
tive scholars." 

Prof. McGarvey could perhaps 
have bwsu .till more accurately 



spoken of as occupying the "fore- 
most position" of his church. He 
has had tht opportunies to travel 
in Palestine, and for years has been 
a prosessor of theology in the Uni- 
versity here. 

He is the author of a book "The 
Canon and the Text," which bears 
directly upon the point of Biblical 
inspiration. 

Neither the book nor any utter- 
ance that I have heard, or heard 
of, as coming from Prof. McGar- 
vey betrays any departure from the 
most rigidly orthodox theories of 
inspiration. 

I shall await his article with 
great interest. 

If Prof. McGarvey 's article is 
not already prepared I will pre- 
sume to suggest that one feature of 
it be a reply to the position that 
Hon. Welch has taken regarding 
the first eleven chapters of Genesis. 

If it should result in a corre- 
spondence upon that subject simi- 
lar to that between Gladstone and 
Ingersoll, or that between Inger- 
soll and Rev. Field, both of which 
were conducted in the North Amer- 
ican Review, I think it would im- 
mensely attract attention to The 
Arena in Kentucky and Ohio, and 
also in Missouri where Prof. Mc- 
Garvey is widely and favorably 
known. 

An article upon Woman's Dress 
by Frances E. Russell has so im- 
pressed me that I mak« the ques- 
tion the subject of special consider- 
ation in this issue of my paper. 

Under the head of "Morals and 
Fig Leaves," M>s. Helen London 
writes an article about dancing, 
theater going, decollete in dress, the 
nude in art, the ballet, and all 
thoughts germain thereto. 

Her position is that young men 
and young women ought to be told 
plainly about many matters which 
are ordinarily thought improper for 
domestic journalism. 

A sample ot her "round unvar- 
nished" way of talking is as fol- 
lows: 

"Right here lies a most certain 
truth— that we ourselves educate 
our children in evil. It is plain 
that if we taught them that a 
woman's bosom is a part of her 
body entitled to the highest honor 
aud respect, without evil in itself, 
and without reason for evil, no one 
would find shame in it. 

If we taught that a woman's leg 
is as honorable a portion of her as 
a man's is of him, and with no 
more evil in it, none would be 
found. We teach that they are 
full of evil and should be hidden 
from view — is it any wonder, then, 
that men should want to see them? 

Is it strange that our young men 
— and old — crowd the spectacular 
drama, and find too often only a 
lustful pleasure in beholding the 
most beautiful outlines earth can 
show — the outlines of a woman's 
form?" 

It is evident from this that Mrs. 
London's position on this subject 
is the opposite of that of the article 
of Elizabeth Stewart Phelps which 
I sometime ago recommended to 
young ladies to read. 

To the article of Mrs. Phelps 
Col. Ingersoll wrote a reply in 
which he opjiosed her, and took 
the same ground that Mrs. London 
docs here. 

I must acknowledge that as to 
the merits of the discussion, the 
opposing views ot which arc so 
antipodal, I am aa yet at sea, and 
must await further development. 

A general proposition in favor 
of Mrs. London is that intelligence 
begets virtue and ignorance begets 
vice, and I can not see why this 
rule will not apply as well to the 
subject under discussion as to 
others. 

But to a Prohibitionist the 
crowning article of them all is the 
editor's personal tribute to Prohi- 
bition. 

The greater part of his editorial 
on this subject I published in my 
last issue. 

His utterances have a force that 
they could hardly have as coming 
from any man who has specially 
committed himself to opposing the 
liquor traffic. He knows of no 
remedy for the curse except to 
crush it, and kill it just as we do 
snakes. He speaks of it as "a 
traffic which has proven itself the 
most unmitigated curse that ever 
has visited the earth." 

He says "the rumsoller is a 
greater curse to the community 
than a professional thief; that a 
saloon is a more positive evil than 
a shanty filled with small-pox pa- 
ttcnts 

While this editor publishes an 
article that is fearfully damaging to 
the stories about Eden and Noah's 
Ark, he speaks in all love and 
kindness tor those Christians min- 
isters who have the courage to de- 
nounce from their pulpits the liquor 
traffic, ami scathes, as hireling 
rege mules from the teuchings ot 
the upostles, that greater part of 
the Christian clergy, who, with an 
eye to their salaries, are too pru- 
deut to jostle those from whom 
their salaries come, by denouncing 
the liquor infamy.

and Catholic ana Protestant, for 
the first time in American history, 
wnlk together as confiding brethren 
in Christ when they goto the js.lls 
to vote against thi* common enemy 
of the whole human nice.

Tb ii the liquor man i i|ht re- 
spond, 'So -ipcaknnd fi0 dc hj they 
that sh ili 1 S judged by the lh<v ot 
liberty," and the temperance 
people might reply, "Not using 
your liberty for a cloak of mali- 
ciousness." 

It would be quite interesting if 
the saloon men of Cincinnati 
should get that Chicago Baptist 
minister who has recently been 
preaching against l'rohibition, to 
start in the 'Queen City I relig 
ions revival from the saloon 
standpoint; and il they could get 
our Representative to ruu over 
from Washington and'give them 
his theological opinions of "orig- 
inal packages" and "original 
sin," it would be a good card tor 
the saloon men. 

Ot course all Prohibitionists 
and moralists of every shade 
ought to welcome a church dem- 
onstration, or auy other kind ol 
one, against the saloons, but if 
we judge ot the future by the 
past, we may reasonably suppose 
of the "2,000 converts" thattliese 
churches are making, about 1,900 
will TOgfe. with the 1 )emo<"-ats and 
the Republicans just like they did 
before. 

There may be some little dif- 
ference in their praying, but their 
voting will be about the same 
old way. 

1 tuppose it is in Cincinnati as 
it is in Lexington. The people 
who manage things in Lexington 
are practically all "converts'' to 
Christianity. I suppose there is 
notanintidel in Lexington who 
approves ot how things are done 
here. 

Of those 160 preachers who are 
conducting this great 'revival" in 
Cincinnati, probably less than 50 
will vote for the next Presiden- 
tial candidate of the Prohibition 
party. 

, A significant and discouraging 
statement about the Cincinnati 
revival is that its influence is es- 
pecial "against the Sunday sa- 
loon." 

Whisky drunk on Monday 
makes a man just as drunk and as 
dangerous a citizen as if he drank 
it on Sunday. About the only 
difference that any Sunday clos 
ingot saloons can amount to is 
the difleience between buying 
one gallon late Saturday night 
and buying eight pints on Sun- 
day. 

This emphasizing the closing 
ou Sunday looks like the preach- 
ers only want to keep up the 
show <1 religion, and force the 
people to natron ize their churches 
because they can't go anywhere 
else, and thus increase their pa- 
tronage and revenues. 

It is temporising and compro- 
mising, and as a means of putting 
down the saloon, probably does 
more harm than good. The sa- 
loon keepers ot Lexington were 
interviewed not long since by a 
Leader reporter, and the very- 
biggest, and therefore the most 
damaging ones among them, said 
that they prelerred to close up 
on Sunday, but they did not do 
it because others kept open. A 
religious revival in Cincinnati 
that is trying to do with the sa- 
loons the very things that the 
worst saloons in Lexiugtou want 
done, cau not propose a very 
radical reform in moials. It may 
be a very good pretext to get 
into the chuich people who are 
willing to pray (ujntuM sin and 
vote /"/■ it; but there is nothing in 
the Cincinnati "revival" to make 
Prohibitionists and moralists spe- 
cially jubilant, until we hear of 
those preachers mixing up with 
the words of the New Testament
